Montgomery, Ale., June 28 — Ex- 
Srcretsry H A Hirbert, addressed 
the Alabama Bar Atsociatlnn on the 
subject of "Duticw mid Responsibili- 
ties ol the American Ltwyrr in the 
Twentieth Century." The constitu- 
tional convention adjourned in honor 
of hi* address, snd the address was 
delivered to both bodies in the stsle 
capilol.

"New complexities are arising 
Cuba, P01I0 Rico, Hawaii nnd Alaska 
and the Philippines demand solution. 
Shall we return them or abam on 
them? Shall we govern them of let 
them govern us? 

"Two perils assailed us prior lo 1850 
In oar infancy. The Hartford con- 
vention threatened disruption and 
South Carolina attempted nullifica- 
tion. Since iKjo four crisis have 
been passed — ihe civil war, recon- 
struction, attempted impeachment o( 
Andrew Jackson, tbe Ilayr Tilden 
contest. 

"Reconstruction gave the ballot to 
the negro, and this led to the ballot 
box Irands in the South, where the 
ballot box had always been sacred.
